JOINT RULES OF BOTH HOUSES. 

1, 'WllILE bills are on their passage between the two 
houses, they shall be on paper, and under the signature of the 
clerk of each house, respectively,

duly enrolled o'n paper (iintll jiarchiiient can he had) bytlic 
clerk of the house where the bill shall have originated,before 
it shall be prespiited to the governor. 

3. When bills are enrolled, tliey sliall be examined by a 
jojnt committee of three from the senate, and six from the 
house of representatives, appointed .as a standing comraitteo 
for that purpose ; ope of whom on the part of the senate, and 
two of the house of representatives, shall hesiiflSeient to ex¬ 
amine and compare tiio cnrollcdwith the engrossed hills, as 
passed in the two Iiougcs, and correcting any errors-that may 
be discovered in the earolled bills, ipake their report forth¬ 
with to tlic respective houses. 

' S'. ^StercxTtTHTfiafmn and report, each bill shanbe signed 
in tlic respective houses ; TfPs^ the speaker of the house 
of representatives and then by tlie speaker of the senate. 

.5. After a bill shall have beep thus signed in each house, 
it shall be presented by thes.oid eoramittec to the governor, 
for bis approbation ; it being first endorsed on tlie back of 
the bill, certifying in wbicli house tlie same originated. Which 
endorsement shall be signed by tlie clerk of the house in which 
the same did originate : and shall lie entered on tlic journal 
of each lioiise. Thespid comniiUee shall report the day of 
presentation to the governor ; which time shall be also 
carefully entered on the journal of cacli house. 

6. All orders and resoliitionfi wbieh aie to be presented 
to tlie governor for bis apiirobation, sliall also be pi’eviously 
enrolled, examined and signed | and sliall be presented in the 
same manner, and bythe same committee, is as provided in 
case of bills. 

7. Every order, resolution or vote, to which the enneur- 
rcnce of the senate sliall he necessary, shall be read to f ho 
liouse, anil laid on the table on a day ]ircccding that in wliich 
the same shall ho moved, unless the house shall otherwiso 
expressly allow.

Onr late Gov¬ 
ernor, Geoi'ge Madison, first in the confidence and afl'ections of 
the people, is no more. He was a true patriot; a brave and 
generous soldier, and blessed with every noble and amiable 
quality wliieh can adorn the human character. In his death the 
state lias sustained an irreparable less, which, in common with 
my fcllow-cilizens, I sincerely lament. Conscious that 1 am 
unequal to the high and important duties of Chief Magistrate of 
tliis commonwealth, I would most cheerfully have declined the 
post wliich the constitution has assigned me, had this deplor¬ 
able visitafion of Providence and the partiality of my coun¬ 
trymen left me this alternative ; But duty eonimanded me to 
meet the icsponsibility thus devolved ; from which, relying 
J'or support on a kind Providence, 1 could not, I will not 
slirink. Ardently devoted from iny youth to (ho great'ami 
essential principles of liberty, as recognized gud estabiished 
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fev the tenth article of the constitution of tliis state, in wtiich, 
artoiic: others, it is declared, that all freemen when they form 
a soeiat compact, arc equal; and that no man or set ol men 

arc cjifitlcd to exclusive, separate, public emoluments or pny- 

ilefi€s from the community, but in consideration of publie 
semecs : that all power is inherent in the people, and all free 
'tt'overiunents are founded on their authoritv, and instituted 
for their peace, safety and happiness; my nest exertions 
throiisrh life sliall he made to perpetuate this best ol goveni- 
incnts to the latest posterity. It will he to me a consolation, 
in my closing scene, to believe that my labors have contribut¬ 
ed in anV, the smallest degree to give strength and duration 
to this fair fabric of American freedom. It is not my design 
to discuss at large the merits of our constitution, hut the 
great principles of equal rights and equal justice upon which 
it is founded, cannot he too often rejieated and impressed u}^ 
on the public mind. However niclaueholy the event w uc.i 
placed me in the executive ebair, I hope to be pardoned lor 
availing myself of this opportunity of returinng to my con¬ 
stituents, through you, my sincere thanks for their good opin¬ 
ion and respect manifested for me at (helate election. 

Deeply impressed wrtli a sense of the im))ortanee ol tiia 
trust, I shoulddespair but for the support I conlidentlv expect 
froffT'ybti,with many of whoinl have soofleii mingled feelings 
and sentiments on the fc_^R>la(ive lloor- 1 commenee my exe¬ 
cutive duties fully persuaded lliat I shall frequenlly err Ironi 
want of information and defect of jodgmciit; and that my 
conduct, wlicii correct, will be often censured froiii prejudice 
and mistake. To you, however, and my constituents who 
have given me so many proofs of theii* coiilldencc and affec¬ 
tion, I pledge inysclf fairly and faitlilnliy to administer tlie 
government aeeordiitg to the repuhllean spir;t and principles 
of our free constitution, I will do every thing in my po\ver 
to satisfy tiiosc who !mvo bestowed on me their sufiVages ; by 
a fair and just course to reconcile others,, and to advance the 
freedom and happiness of ail-, Iwill discourage party spit it, 
whicli so often generates dangerous and corrupt factions, des¬ 
troys social happiness, distracts the piililic councils, and de¬ 
prives the peo[)io of the advantages of tlic united efforts of 
the wise and good to promote tJie public welfare. Party spi¬ 
rit. aKhongli sometimes nnaviddablc, is at all times unpleasant, 
and often mischievous. Parties too olten lose sight of tlie 
causes and principles wliicii gave them birth; organize fac¬ 
tions, who frequently substitute their will for the will of the 
people, and by an ailful and active course contrite to givtt 






lone, to public opinion and public affairs. From long obserf 
ration and experience, 1 liavobcen led to conclude that true 
and jjractical repablicatiism under our government, consists 
in an honest and faithful discharge of duty according to the 
spirit a.nd principles of the Qonstitution ; and that although 
factions may unhappily divide and distress a country, a chief 
inagistratc ought to pursue the union of his fellow-citizens, 
and the good of the state independently of all parties. Be¬ 
lieving tliat niidef a government based on the moral feelings 
and moral power of tlio people, a just and impartial adinin- 
•istration will insure tiie best and most firm support, I must 
rest my claim to public approbation, on tho integrity of my 
course, and tho good sense and justice of iny fellow-citizens. 
Animated by these views,f do,in thesincerity of my heart,invito 
a cordial and united effort for the good of ohf common eoun- 

The late period at which I eainb into office, must be my 
apology fir omitting to bring to your notice many subjects 
proper for your consideration ; Such omission will be read¬ 
ily supplied by the superior wisdom of tiie legislature, 1 
will proceed, however, to mention some of those measures 
xyhich have occurred to me as worthy your attention. "VVlieh 
1 coinmeiiced my official' duties, there wore oiv liand twelve 
liundred muskets with acCouti’emeiifs,' ftc. part of which^ 
pursuant to tli<j autliority vested in me by law, I havcdclivw 
cred to several iudcpciidejit companies ; taking bond and se¬ 
curity for tiVeiwpre&lwalion'and return ; limiting the number 
to fifty for each company. Wlietlier the law whieli confines 
the distribution to tlic independent companies slionld not he 
Changed so as to furnish all, without distinction, I submit tii 
your better judgment. It is truly gratifying to witness tlie 
military pride wliich pervades the militia of JRlcntncky ; and 
whctlicr wc ought to rely entirely upon the snpidy of annf 
expected from tlie general government,’ of provide an addi¬ 
tional quantity by piirciia'se of otherwise, you will determine. 
I feel hound, however, to state my decided opinion hi favor oi 
having the militia well armed. Arms pfoJuce discipline ; in¬ 
spire a spirit of manly independence; give the people confi¬ 
dence in their strengtli, and pfejiare them fori’csistanceto op- 
jircssion. olany look to tlie military peace establishment of 
the United States as a school for discipline ; but it is believ¬ 
ed a small army divided and dispersed along oiir extensivsi 
frontier cannot furnish such a field fof the aequisitioh of mil¬ 
itary knowledge as ouglit to relax onr attention to tiic milllia, 
justly staled the bulwaak of every free state. This view is 









sti'engf iicncci by tbe notoriety of the fact,that tlie familiar arid 
dexterous use of arms amon!' oiir citizens, was severely felt 
by the British forces during the laic war. It will he proper 
to make our militia law conformable to the act of Congress 
jiassed at the last session, providing for the appointment of 
one Colonel, one Lieutenant Colonel, and one Major to eacli 
Regiment, instead of a Lieutenant Colonel and two Majors^ 
Of the necessity of other changes in our militia system, you 
are, from your dwri ohservation and experience, better able 
to determine. x' 

I presume you will agree with me that nothing, in this gor- 
ernment, whoso firmest rock is public sentiment, is more 
worthy of your attention tlian the promotion of education, 
not billy hj* endowing colleges or universities upon a liberal 
plan, hut by dilfiising through the country seminaries and 
schools for the education of all classes of the community; 
making tlieni free to all poor children, and the children of 
poor persons. At an early period there was granted to eacli 
county in the state six thousand acres ofland for the establish¬ 
ment atid su])j)ort of schools ; this has been productive of some 
good, blit the fund lias proved inadequate to meet the enlight¬ 
ened and liberal views of the legislature. It is esseritially 
hece.ssary that schools should he more diffused to suit the con¬ 
venience of tlie people. It is believed there arc funds with¬ 
in our r'eacTi, Which in a few years would enable us to estab¬ 
lish through the state a sysTeiri oT edu'ejttiori which would be 
attended with incalculable advantages, Knowledge and vir¬ 
tue are every wMicre the surest basis of public happiness ^ 
the strongest barriers against oppression a powerful cheek 
to mal-adininistration, by rendering it necessary for those ia 
power to secure not the blind, but the enlightened confideneo 
of the people. Kvery child born in the state sliould be consid^i 
cred a cliild of the republic, and educated at the public ex¬ 
pence, tvhere tlie parents arc unable to do it. Such a system 
will not only improve the minds and morals of our youth ; 
and thereby render our free institutions more durable; but by 
tlius diffusing the benefits of government throughout the bo¬ 
dy politic, it will be strengthened in the affections of the peo¬ 
ple. They will be hound to it by ne\v ties; and more perma¬ 
nency, as well as a more settled character will he given to our 
population, To effectuate objects so valuable and desirable, I 
recommend an enquiry into the titles of lands stricken off to 
the sfate and forfeited ; a revision of tiie law of escheat, ami 
for the appointment of escheators, and that such lands w ith a 
taxon banks arid such corporations, as from their nature ar* 
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propor subiccfs of tr.xation, ami such part of <he (lividenfc' 
Im the bank stock of the .s,tate, as can be spared Nvitboutma- 
teriaily increasing tiie laiblic burdens, may be appropi latcil 
lor tbemnrposc of establishing an extensive and convenient 
system of education. ^ I bavc gone into the subject of arming 
oar mililia and educating our youth, Irom a c«i'v<ction bat a 
people yvlio understand their rights ami have arms to dtfeud 

them cannot be enslaved. , • j. p 

The state of our judiciary must ever be a subject ot pii- 
tn'ary importance, and regarded with deep interest by every 
citizen. Upon the jadieiary, every man essentially depends 
for the preservation and enjoyment of his life, bberty, prop¬ 
erty ami reputation. It is among the first and Inghest obli- 
sations of government to have the laws faithtully executed, 
and iasticc ably and impartially administered to the people/ 
withmit unreasonable expenee or delay. To secure these 
blessings, is the leading motive ot mankind, to submit to the 
restraiuts and burdens of civil government. Such general ami 
giiecial provisions as are best calculated to remedy the defect^ 
and inconveniences in the administration of pistiee, demand 
the prompt ami efficient attention of the legislature. 1 had 
strong doubts of the expediency of the change 
court system, made at the last session ;nor liave those doubts 
been removed : but as it has received the sanction of a ina- 
j,oritv of the representatives of the people, it 
me propgr to give tlic system a fmv expenment. Fi eqtient 
Ciianges ale unsate,, amrscncrally injurious to the public.- 
A considerable ' degree of stability in the institutions 
and course of a government, is ncGCSsary to secure con¬ 
fidence and respect. Instead, therefore, of making any ma¬ 
terial alteration, I would recommend the adoption ot such 
ainemlments ami regulations as will best remedy its defects. 

In proportion as this republican government is precious to 
every man who loves jiis neighbor and dcliglits in the freedom 
and happiness of his fellow beings, should be liis vigilance to 
cheek all practices calculated to destroy its purity or change 
its charaefkr. To furnish tiie strongest motives to men, ter 
deseryc well of their comilry, and to make public office and 
station the reward of tiualifications ami integrity, would 
seem to meemigenial witli tlie spirit ami character of s'leli a 
government- A pritcfice therefore, which tends to p ace mei - 
it widiont wealth in llieshade, ami to enahle the rich t'* 
nopolize the offices ot govermneMt, has at least ,aii_ aiis o- 
cratie tendency, and demands aevere reprehension, l 
therefore, recommend to the legislature a revision ot the laws 








against selling'oflii cs. and llio, enaction of such provisions and 
penalties as arc best caleuiated to suiiincss the nusehief which 
feeopjs of late to he increusing, 

,^Tiic Petutentiary demands some notice. It is necessary to 
. repair and enlarge the huildiiig, and the nature and variety of 
tlie duties are such, that the keeper cannot give to the whole 
the requisite attention. Besides the consideration tliat the bu* 
siness is too arduous for one man to superintend, a change in 
t!ie management of its concerns, seems to me necessary ami 
.proper to secure that accountability which ought to charae- 
tci'ize every hraneh of our political economy. It appears to 
me proper to luakcit tlie duty of the keepei' to j)urchase tha 
raw materials, and deliver ovm’ the articles matuifactured fo 
ail agent to be employed by the government to receive, sell 
jand account for them. Tliese suggestions do not proceed frewn 
a distrust of the fidelity or diligence of the keeper. He is, I 
believe, faithful ami well qualified for tiic office. 

The removal of obstructions in our smaller navigable 
streams, and a co-oia-ration with our sister states bordering 
on the Ohio,for the improvement of the navigation of that riv¬ 
er are subjects jiroper for your consideration. I have, I 
confess, brought tlipm into view, without having matured any 
■jiliin to lay before , you, and theretore rely' on your better 
judgment and information to devise tlie means best, adaptcifto 
the, objects. 

Pursuant to the aiitlioi'ity vested in nio by the third section 
of the first article of the constitution of the United State.s, I 
have filled the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of our 
late senator, the hon. William T. Bai-ry, by the ajipointmeivt 
of Martin D, Hardiir, Esq. after receiving from that gentie- 
lUan ail assurance.tluit if appointed, ha vvijold proceed imme¬ 
diately to the seat of the general government. The necessi¬ 
ty of baving this state fully represented in the senate of the, 
niiion, until this vacancy could be filled by your appointment 
imposed upon me the duty of exercising this power. ' llav- 
jiig, I trustj performed my duty in this respect,the, jiower and 
.duty of .milking ,a.,chuieo is now by the coiistitiitioii devolved 
upon the legislature. 

t 1 cannot close-this communication without congratulating 
you and our constituents upon the health, happiness and jilen- 
iy for '.vliich otu'state is distiaguished. No jieopie liave more 
reason ilian ourselves to ackiiowii ilge wilh pious gratitude 
tiieir depeadcfiee.on asujireme ruler-i-f nations. Our liisto- 
ry fiirnishcs thi'ongiiout the most signal and alino'st miracu¬ 
lous proofs of a proviticntial .agency in our affairs. God in 







the abundance of li!s goodness, has watched over and pre» 
served us in all the trials tlirough which we liavo passed— 
Instead of suffering us to become the slaves of a tyrant, ho 
has re-established in our land, man’s dominion over liiiriselt, 
and every assemblage of tlie representatives of tlie people 
furnishes another demonstration, that this great republican 
experiment will be successful. In him tlien let us put our 
trust, the only true and legitinyate sovereign whom man 
should worship and adore ; with sincere and grateful hearts, 
let us supplicate a continuation of his blessings ; and with a 
firm reliance on him, I am ready to proceed witli you to

ted hy law or the constitution of this state, to take any oath 
or oaths of olBee, shall before tliey enter on the duties of their 
respective offices, take the fidlowing oath or affirmation, in ad¬ 
dition to .those already directed, to-wit : 

“ I, A. B. do swear or aflirm, (as the case may be) that I 
will neither directly nor indirectly, stake, bet or win any mo¬ 
ney or property, on any game or games played with cards, 
dice,, billiards, rouillette, pharo-bank, checkers, wheel of for¬ 
tune or any other device or. instrument used for the purposes 
of ganiin.g, for and during my continuance in office.” And 
upon failing to take such oath or affirmation, their offices 
shall be vacated, and others shall be appointed in their stead 
respectively, in like manner as is directed by law in the first 
instance. 

§ 2. Be it further enacted, That to every counsel or attor¬ 
ney at law^, who shall desire to practice as attoj'iiey or coun¬ 
sel at law in any court in which he I)as not hitherto been ad¬

A. 11. do swear (or arflirm) tliat I v^ill not knowingly, suffei; 
or permit any unlawful gaming in my liuusc, or any build¬ 
ing in my occupancy, or any money' or property to be bet and 
lost on any game of hazard or chance forbidden by law, with 
tny privity and assent, during the eontinnanco of the licence 
1 now apply fur.” And in all future applications to renew

The record of niilitai'y warrants in two vol¬ 
umes witli alphabets, new’ and in good order. A list of treas¬ 
ury warrants in two volumes, the record of preemption war- 
j'ants, and a volume of warrants under the proclamation of 
a7<i3 5 ihe two latter have aljihabets, and all in good order.— 
Two volumes of commissioners’ certificates granted in 1779 
and 1780, lately transcribed with alphabets, all new and in 
good order. 

The committee find the original record book of surveys from 
Xincolii county, lodged in the llcgistcr’s Ollice not bound nor 
in a situation to be bound. The sale books of non-residents’' 
land for the year 1800, l, 3 and 4, have a general alphabet en¬ 
tirely new and in good order j the books are somewhat worn 
but do not require transcribing. The books in which the

Black¬ 
burn—2nd, a bill for the benefit of the heirs of John Jackson, 
deceased. By mr. Blackburn—3J, a bill concerning the town 
of Versailles. By mr. M'Coun—ith, a bill authorizing the 
sale of part of the public ground in the town of Harrodsburg; 
and by mr. M’liatron—5th, a bill for the benefit of the heirs 
of Sarah Ward, deceased ;

A message.from the senate by mr. Lee, their secretary : 

Mn Spealier, 

Tlie senate concur in the amendments proposed by this 
House to tlm bills from that of t!ic following titles : 

An act more effectually fo secure the navigation of the 
Beech and Rolling forks of Salt river; an act for the I'elief 
of Frank Spillman late sheriff of Gampbcll county ; and 
they have passed a bill' from this house entitled, an act to a-' 
mend tlie law autiiorizing' the appropriation of the lands ac-' 
quired by the treaty of Tellieo.

An engros.sed bill entitled, an act to admit a copy of the 
will of Samuel Drake, deceased, to record in the Jessamine 
county court, was taken up . and l ecomraittcd to a select enro- 
rnittee of messrs. Rowan, Breckeriridge, Parker, Ewing, 
Booker and Hunter. 

Mr. Biaekbuni from the select committee raised to inves¬ 
tigate certain cliargcs again.st Walter Thomas and Wiiliani 
t'Ollins, Esqrs. justices of the peace for the county of Allen, 
for malfeasance in office, made the following report, to-wit: 

'i’hc select committee to whom was refered tlie petition of 
sundry citizens of Mien county, praying for the removal of 








iSf: 

W^ter Thomas and William Collins two justices of the sai$ 
.county, from their office, have had the same under consider¬ 
ation, and report the cliarges and response of the said Tho¬ 
mas and Collins, and the following evidence. 1st, The re- 
cord of the county court of Allen, marked A. 

It appeared in evidence before your committee, that,the or? 
der of the said court wliieh states the fact ofWilliam R. Jack- 
son, a justice ef said county being present at the Allen No¬ 
vember court, was made on the statement of tlie said Tho¬ 
mas and Collins and colonel Hugh Brown,another justice of 
the peace for said county; that it was their impression and 
belief, that said Jaeksoh was present, and a member of the 
court at the Allen November court when the order appoint¬ 
ing said Collins and Thomas, two of the commissioners to let 
the building of the court house for said county was made; 
but said Brown did not express himself so cionfident of the 
fact of Jackson’s presence as said Thomas and Collins did: 
And that it was proved by the said Jackson, that he was not 
present in court on that day; that there was no evidence to 
shew that either the said Thomas or Collins, or any other 
person, said any thing witli respect to said Jackson’s being 
presant at the November term, 1815, at the time the order of 
November term was rescinded on the first day of the April 
term, 1816; tliat all the witnesses who were examined, stated 
that they did not on that day hear any thing said in court, 
about said Jackson’s being present at thesaid November term, 
18iS. That the applieation on the first day of the said A- 
pril term, 1816j to rescind the order of November terra afore¬ 
said, was made and advocated by counsel, in the absence of 
Bird, and without his having notice thereof, and th.at the ap¬ 
plieation made the next day to rescnul the order was made oii 
the part of Bird by his counsel: That the saiil Thomas 
and Cnllins were two of five justices of said county who formed 
the court on the seebnd day of the April term, when the or¬ 
ders of the day before were rescinded, and wlicn the contract 
made with Bird, was received and eonfirined. 

Tliat it was also proved to your commitee, that the writ¬ 
ing evidencing the contract between said coinrnissionei's and 
Bird, which purports on its Face to have been entered into on 
the lath'Nov. 1815, was executed by ttie commissioners 
before the Alien April court, and by Bird on the second day 
of the said April court, before the court sat. And tliat said 
contract had been agreed on between the said commissioners 
and Bird, the undertaker, on tlie 13th Deecinber, 1815, and 
|»ut bef&ve; and that said Bird had commenced and progres- 





















act! witli the work in making brick, and had engaged, ana 
had prepared large part-of the plank, scantling and sliitii 
gles for said building, under faith of said contract before the 
Jirst day of the April terra, 1816, 

It farther appeared in evidence, that there was on the day 
ofletting the said hiiilding, to-wit : On the 13th December, 
1815, three propositions made by w'orkmen, besides that of 
Bird’s, and that Bird’s was the lowest of the four,* and that 
there were three other propositions made to undertake said 
building, by persons who w'ere in every way able to give se¬ 
curity for the performance ofthe work, all low'er than that of 
Bird’s, and one of them about seyen hundred dollars less, 
and these prnjtositions w’ere rejected by the commissioners, 
upon the gr ound that they were not known to them as work¬ 
men. That there was no evidence to shew that said Thomas 
or Collins were in any way interested in the contract made 
with Bird; and that it was proved by Bird, that tliey had no 
direct nor indirect interest in said contract wliatever. 

Your committee beg leave further to report, that from the 
evidence before them, they arc of opinion that tlie contract of 
the said Walter Thomas and William Collins as justices of 
the peace in this affair was improper and reprehensible, but 
that your committee are not satisfied from the evidence that 
they or either of them acted from corrupt motives. It is 
thercfore'resolved as the opinion of this committee, that said 
petition praying for^the removal of said Thomas and Collins,, 
be rejected. . 

THOMAS’DEFENCE. .

The response of Walter Thomas t« the charges exhibited 
against him as a justice of the peace from Allen, before the 
house of representatives. 

First charge —He admits that the county court of Allen, at 
tlieir November term, 1815, made an order appointing him¬ 
self and otliers commissioners to let ami supeidntend tlic el’c.d- 
tion of a court house for said county, and that he was one of 
the court wdien said order was made; that it has not»been un¬ 
usual formombers ' of the county court to he. appointed com¬ 
missioners on such occasions ; that hedid not apprehend any 
impropriety in the making such an order, nor in acting 
uadsr it. 

Second charge —That he, as one of the cosuraissioncri! afore^ 












said, aetefi in seltin" said building to John Bird,after its hav¬ 
ing been advertised that propositions would be received, and 
that he acted honestly ai.'d fairly, and as he believed cor¬ 
rectly, and for the best. That as to the proposition of John 
Stamps' and others, racpping John Stamps, Samuel Garrison, 
John Buchanan and William Garnett; Gtaraps, was a re¬ 
sident of Tennessee, and was not known by the commission¬ 
ers, to bo cither a workman or a man of depcndance ; Gar¬ 
rison wms not a workman, nor was Bt’chanan, nor was Gar¬ 
nett, as he informed the commissioners ; that Bird’s propo- 
sition was considered a fair one, and he was known as a 
master workman ofhigii reputation, and was therefore^ ac¬ 
cepted. 

Third Charge —lie denies that he wms influenced by cor¬ 
rupt motives or sinister views when he sat as one of the court 
on the 2n(l day of the April court, 1816, and voting for re- 
eeinding the orders made by the court the day before, rcla-i 
live to the erection of a court house for said county. 

He was persuaded that the contract with Bird was honest¬ 
ly and fairly made, and that the objections which had been 
raised against it, originated from disappointed proposing 
undertakers,who had been industrious in circulating unean- 
dicl and unfair statements as to the manner, the mode and the 
price ot the building: That in the train of th'ose rescinding or¬ 
ders it was laanifestlyto be seen ano discovered that the court 
acted with more promptness than reflcefion ; That Samuel 
Garrison, John Buchanan and Thomas Gatton, three of tho 
commissioners appointed by the order of the court of the first 
day, were purchasers at the sales of the lots in Scottviile, and 
were debtors to the county of AUen,for a cousiderabla amount, 
say aboat two thousand seven hundred dollars, for the lot§. 
sold, and by pne of said orders they were to take possession 
of their own notes witliout security or any responsibility 
whatsoever, and to let and dispose of the building of the court 
house; and two of tboso commissioners, (o-wit: Garrison and 
Buchanan, it was generally kiiowm, desired to undertake tho 
building, and were greatly incensed against this rospomlent 
and the other commissioners at Bird’s getting the contract: 
That this rcsiwiident believed most eonseientionsly that hew'as 
acting for the safety and best interest ofliis county, in giving 
his votes for rescinding said orders, and re-instating mafteis 
upon their original ground. That (be erection of such a court 
house as the purchasers of lotts were promised at the 
time of the sales, w:oM!d be thereby the more speedily com- - 
pleted at a fair price. 
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■ •Fourth charge —lie was impi’csscd with a firm beiici 
<diat William R. Jackson was jiresent when the order of co«r)t 
alluded to w'as made, and staled his impression to the court, 
and voted for the order of court, hut denies that he was influ¬ 
enced by corrupt or sinister views, or motives. ■ 

Fijth charge —He denies the charge, and each branch of it 
■to be. true. 

Sixth charge —He denies the first branch of the charge to 
he true, and as to the second branch thereof, to-wit; Of hav¬ 
ing lost the confidence of his fellow citizens ; to what extent 
lie ever possessed the confidence of the citizens of Allen, 
he is not able to say with precision ; but he admits it to be 
probable that many have been prejudiced against him, by the 
nncanuiil and unfair representations which have been indus¬ 
triously circulated by the two individuals who are now pro¬ 
secuting him upon the charges aforesaid; and he hopes to 
he able to shew that those two individuals are in truth and in 
fact the persons who have originated, nourished and are fos¬ 
tering the eliarges aforesaid, by means and representations 
not welt calculated to add honor to their names ; and that he 
has not in truth and in fact lost the confidence ofthc great ma¬ 
jority of the citizens and particularly those W'ho think for 
themselves; he is not conscious however, of having merited 
their displcasnrc. 

This respondent expects the evidence will shew such cir- 
cimistanccs as will satisfy the mind, that mr. Samuel Garri¬ 
son and mr, John Ray, are the most active, if not the real pro¬ 
secutors of this respondent; and that they have used uncan- 
did and unfair representation to deceive and inflame the 
minds of many citizens of Allen ; and that they have resorted 
to the specious mode of introducing this prosecution in the 
name of the citizens of Allen, in order to avoid^the respon¬ 
sibility attached to prosecutors by law.

Whereas it appears to this court,that the order of the coun¬ 
ty court at their November term, 1815, appointing David 
Walker, Jr. William Tboniag, William-Collins and Johiv L 
Cockrill, commissioners tosuperintend the building of a court 
Eouse, was illegal and unauthorized by the act of assembiy 








in such case made and provided, because tbere was no courfe 
'bouse previously contracted for by said court, and because 
tbere was not a majority of the justices of the peace in com¬ 
mission, and acting in said county on tlie bench at that lime 
as appears by the record ; and whereas, tliis court at their 
last term,all tiie members of the court being present, declared 
said order invalid, and of none effect; and ordered the same 
to be rescinded j and on the 2nd day of the court five mem¬ 
bers tlicreof met, and a majority of tliera rescinded the said 
order, and received and confirmed a contract made by said 
commissioners for building a court house for said county, 
contrary to the powers vested in them by said order, con¬ 
trary to the known and expressed opinion pf the majority ofall 
the justices, and the great majority of all the people of said 
county ; And whereas tlie said court on said second day of 
last term as appears to this court througl) mistake, ordered 
tlie clerk to insert the name of one of tlie justices of this court, 
(to wit:) 'William R. Jackson, as present when the said or¬ 
der appointing commissioners was made to make said order 
to appear as having been made when a majority of all tJio 
justices were present, when in trutli and in fact it appears to 
this court that the said William R. Jackson, by the oath of 
the said Jackson, was not present in court then, but was at 
home. It moreover appears to tins court, that the said court 
so making said order appointing said coraraissioners, was 
composed of Walter Thonias, William Coliins, Eli Pitchford 
and Hugh Brown,only; two of whom were appointed by said 
order as eomraissioners aforesaid. And it moreover ap¬ 
pears to the court that on the second day of last term, 
the said two commissioners, (to-wit ;) Walter Thomas and 
William Collins, Esq’rs. werg two' members of tlie court 
who received and ratified the ^diitract made by themselves, 
and the other two commissioners for building said court 
bouse. Under this view of the subject, this court do protest 
against said contract so made, and so received and confirmed 
as aforesaid, as binding and obligatory upon them or their 
successors.

The joint committee from the senate and house of repre¬ 
sentatives, appointed to examine the Penitentiary, the de¬ 
mands for and against the institution, have examined the 
same and come to the following report: 

The convicts appear to be well cloathed and properly em¬ 
ployed in different branches of mechanical occupations, whicl^ 
Evinces the skill, judgment and good management of the 
keeper. . 

Engaged in the nail manufactory, 18 men.

The committee have found several receipts given for demands 
due the institution put into the hands of different persons 
for collection, of which tliey are entirelj' unable from any oth¬ 
er document to form an opinion whether they have been dis¬ 
charged or not, but presume they are still due, altliough not 
calculated hereafter in the aggregate demands of the institu¬ 
tion; and would recommend that the keeper, in whose cor¬ 
rectness and judgment the committee have the utmost confi¬ 
dence, should make an adjustment of the same as soon as pos¬ 
sible, and when he shall be unable to settle those demands to 
liiS*aatisraetion, that he be directed to commence suit on all 
those receipts; and also endeavor to collect all demands which 
have been of long standing, by suit if he cannot otherwise ef- 
feet it. 

From the loose and imperfect manner in which the books 
have been kept for some years after the establishment of the' 
institution, and by the late agent, it becomes impossible for 








tlie coiumiftee to make a correct report as to what is i-caiiy 
clue. The most accurate which they can give, appears as ful- 
loweth :

In estimating the demands against the institution, the com- 
piittee have not taken into consideriition t!ic various sums of 
money avanced by the state for its support, there is bat five 
hundred dollars of this money, which appears to stand as a 
demand against tiie institution, but all sums for t!ie price of 
articles piireliascd by the state are still estimated in the de¬ 
mands due the penitentiary. 

Your committee would rejiort as to the state of the build¬ 
ings,that there are but seventeen cells to appropriate for the 
lodgings of convicts, which seems to he raiher insecure. In 
consequence of tlie scarcity of cells and number of convicts, 
the keeper is obliged to lodge them in rooms appropriated 
for their dilferent avocations, which renders the escape of the. 
convicts not very dirdeult; and if attempted, unless very 
strictly watched, almost certain. The rooms appropriated to 
carry bn some of the branches of their professions, ai'e. too 
small for the number of bauds cmpluycd tlierein, whicli pre¬ 
vents their doing business expeditiously. The kitchen and 
eating room are very small for the presen.': number of convicts, 
and would seem to need enlarging. The buildings are. very 
inuch out of repair, and will require copsiderable sums of 
money to reclaim them ; the roof of the whole house needs 
covering ; the bottom of a number of the props and sills of 
the portico are very much decayed, and in places entirely rot¬ 
ten, false props arc resorted to, to su]>i)ort the upper floor of 
the portico. The top of tlie wmll is considerably falling down, 
and ajipears to be going fast to destruetion. 

The cstablisliment aj)pears to this committee not to be large 
enough for the present number of convicts to l>e judiciously 
employed. If the walls were extended, it wouid bo a convo ' 
menee to the keeper, and uh advantage to the state j the ne- 
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tssiirj' shops could then be placed within the enclosure, which 
would efiectually secure any arrangement in the convicts by 
tlay to make their escape at niglit. Upon due consideration,the 
committtee are of opinion, that it would in the end, be Jess 
expensive and mucli better to build a new establishment of a 
proper size, than to repair and extend the boundary of the 
old one j the present place seems to be badly selected j the 
ground being low, wet, unbealtby, and not calculated to 
carry of? the fdfh. The committee would remark, that they 
conceive the Penitentiary institution is not calculated to bene¬ 
fit the state, or reform the offenders : instead of having their 
moi’als corrected by the hard lesson of severity, they have 
communication witii each other, which is impossible for the 
keeper to prevent, and learn every species of vice, immoral¬ 
ity and wickedness. The institution appears rather calcula¬ 
ted to Iiarden, than reform the convicts. If a preacher was 
employed and paid out of the proceeds of the institution, to 
j?reae!i and give moral lectures to the convicts, it might have 
a tendency to reform them ; but unless a reformation could he. 
effected in this way, there is no hope left tliroiigh any other 
channel by which they can be reformed ; the convicts from a 
knowledge of an entire loss of character, unless tliey can be 
reclaimed, become from their habits of associating in the 
Penitentiary, more vicious and incorrigible than ever.

To the joint committee appointed to confer with printers. 

Qentlemen —We propose to execute the printing of the state 
upon the same terms it has been done for the last eight years. 
We understand, however, a proposition is made to divide it, 
and beg leave to suggest to you, and through you to the gen-' 
eral assembly, objections to that measure; 

The editors of the Palladium propose—that the legislature 
shall give to one printer the journal of the house of repre¬ 
sentatives and the bills ; and to the otlier, the senate journal 
and the acts of assembly—leaving the blanks and public ad¬ 
vertisements to be disposed of as the public officers may 
choose. 

The constitution lias established the office of public printer 
as some guarantee that the public work should be well and 
faithfully executed. It is an office of much responsibility-; 
and a division of the work would weaken, if not destroy that 
responsibility. But if this matter had not been mentioned by 
the framers of the constitution, we believe the interest of the 
state would before this have made it necessary. She wants 
her work done with promptitude, and vvith as little expence as 
possible. Should it be divided amongst different offiees, there 
would not be a sufficient inducement to'insure those objects; 
for the profits of a part would be too insignificant to enable 
printers to keep employed a sufficient number of hands or 
purchase materials with which to execute large quantities of 
w'ork in a short period of time. It not unfrequently happens 
that in the fore part of the session of the legislature, and for 
a month previous to its convening,,we are compelled to keep 
one or more idle bands and pay t;hciri w'ages, to meet and ex- 


















ccutc the bnsiiicss which accumulates in the latter part of ths 
session, and until your laws arc qonijjlcted. .But,should the 
woi-k he divided, printers could not afford this expence, and 
delay or additional cost to the state would be tiie eonsetpuence. 

Much inconvenience, must reanlt from tlie details of the 
plan. If this princi|dc should be adopted, we see no good 
reason wliy every printer in the town, or who may hereafter 
settle in it, should not have a part—and instead of iwo pub¬ 
lic papers have throe or four in which the public advertise¬ 
ments shall be inserted. i^It cannot in candor or fairness be 
said, that any thin.g in expedition can be .gained, for the work 
is now printed as fast as it is made, and we could do much 
more in the same time than v/c are relpiired to print. Nor.iii 
price, as it is now executed about 50 per cent, lower than 
either those gentlemen or any other printer in the state do 
work for individuals. ’ Should the i!ro,i)osition relative to 
blanks and public advertisements be acceded to, we believe 
the eonstitufion would be virtually vioalatcd—as it takes a- 
way this .ippoiiitmcnt of public printer from the legislature so 
far as relates to them, and vests it in the public officers. We 
dislike it on account of its tendency to make your printers de¬ 
pendent, and of course subservient to other-officers, of govei n- 
ment—a circumstance very much to bo deprecated. 

Should a division of tlie public work be mad'e, such would 
•he the diffieiilties, so small the profits and so huinifiating the 
'means for uhlaining.lhe blanks and adverliseraciit.s, that 'we 
feel unwilliii.g to be considered candidates for a part of the 
work. If wo have not iieretofore executed your printing 
faithfully and-on reasonable terms, the interest of ttie state 
may require a change ;■ but.if there can be found no w-here 
else, better materials, a more strict attention -or superior ca- 
T)acity, we trust we shall be continued in the office we now 
hold—which we are solieitious to retain.

Ill relation to the law increasing the compensation to menibers 
of Congress, 

The report of the committee raised by congress to enquire 
into the expediency of modifying or repealing the law enacted 
at their last session, whereby the compensation to the mem¬ 
bers of that body for their legislative services was varied and 
enhanced, treats the sentiment expressed by the American 
people in relation to that measure, with a disrespect and irre- 
Tcrcnce but little short of undisguised contempt. It is to be 
regretted that a measure injurious and impolitic, and justly 
reprobated by the matured opinion of the people, should be 
vindicated with a contumelious pertinacity throughout all the 
stages of its abandonment, if indeed it is destined to be aban¬ 
doned. But while we forbear to comment upon that docu- 
incn’t and suppressthe feelings, other than those of regret, 
which it is caleulated to excite, we cannot forbear to express 
•our wish for the repeal of that obnoxious law\ We say obnox¬ 
ious ; for having but just emerged from a war of considera¬ 
ble duration, whicli, tiiough glorious in event, was afllictive 
and expensive-in its progress, it was to be expected that oiir 
representatives in congress would display practically that 
I)atriotism which they had so often avowed, in sustaining 
cheerfully their equal share of the common pi'cssure ; that 
tlipy w'ould not, while neeessity .and policy forbade the taxes 
to he repealed, er even much diminished, have changed tho 
character, and doubled the amount of tlieir own compensa¬ 
tion. Justly obnoxious, because it may form a pi'ccedcnt by 
the authority of which inroads may in future he made upon 
the, public treasury in times.less [nire and patriotic than the 
present; In times when cupidity and avariec shall have tri- 
umphed over delicacy and correct sentiment. The retroau-

In tliai respeet. it violated a great pi'inciide of polilical and 
moralJitucas which has, by the wisdom of the American peo¬ 
ple, been incorporated inmost of their free constitutions: 
But most Jnsiiy obiioxioiis in. its change of tl-.c per diem into 
an annual compensation. In thi^ the representative princi¬ 
ple, the most higliJy characteristic feature of republicanism 
seems to have heeii forgotten or neglected ; for all exiierienco 
and the hist.irv of governments prove that oppression finds 
its way most frecjuently through ollicial channels to t.iie peo¬ 
ple ; that among the members of the ollicial corps in every 
government there have been harmony of sentiment and sym- 
palhy of feeling in relation to power and to money ; that un¬ 
der various sjipcioiis pretext, the one has been accumulated, 
and the other exacted, until the people have been weakened 
and impoyerisbrd, and consequently oppressed and enslaved. 
When the i-oprQsentatives of the people, who are their senti¬ 
nels against danger from oflieial and other sources, shall have 
erected thcmselvis into salaried ollicers, other representatives 
are wauling to supply the place of lliose who liave attached 
themselves to tlie. body whence danger is most to be appre¬ 
hended : Wherefore, 

as the opinion of the members of the legislatura 
of the comraon'wcalth of Kentucky, that the law aforesaid is 
intrinsically and justly obnoxious, and ought to be repeal¬ 
ed.

and praying liis removal, made tJic following report and res¬ 
olutions, to-wit; 

The select committee appointed to enquire into sundry .char¬ 
ges made known to the bouse of reprisentativcs ag; inst Tho- 
iiins S, Wingate, a justice of the peace for the county of Hen¬ 
ry, have ijei forineii the duty to tlieni assigned, by calling the 
accused before tliem, together with sundry witnesses against 
him and in liis favor j by examining ail the testimony on both 
sides, and hearing the accused both by himseif and counsel; 
and have after mature deliberation iinaniiiiously adopted the 
following report, to-wit : 

It but seldom falls to the'lot. of enquiry or trying cflicers 
to have to record a blacker catalogue of crimes than is estab¬ 
lished by the evidence against the at'cused ; and for the hon¬ 
or of human nature and thecredit of that respectable and ne¬ 
cessary body of magistracy, styled justices of tlie peace, your 
committee sincerely hope that such inslances of depravity will 
very seldom occur. Your committee have pot thoiiglit pro¬ 
per to report all the evidence in detail, because it is not con¬ 
tradictory or doubtful ; hut they have reported in t!ie address 
aceompaning this report, tlic'facts which they know’arc indu¬ 
bitably established. • They have therefore determined to re¬ 
commend to the Irgislatirre to adopt an address of both 
branches, requiring from (ho.exccutive a, removal of the ac¬ 
cused IVntn ollied. ugreeabry to the provisions of the consHtu- ; 
tiition ; and to effectuate that object, they report for consider¬ 
ation the following resolutinh and address, to-wit : 

Resolved hf the General Jlssenibly of the Comniomvcallh of 
Kenlucky, (two thirds of each branchvconeuri iog therein.) 
That Tiionias S. Wingate, a justice of the peace in and far 
the county of Henry, ought to be rcmcni:;'! from the oilice of 
justice of the peace ; and that the fdlewiiig adi’ress be pre¬ 
sented to his excellency Gabriel Blaugliter iicutentiiit gover¬ 
nor, acting as governor of this coinmonwcuUli, in order that 
'said removal may bo effected. 

To His Excellency Gahriel 'ShnigJder Liciiiehnni Governor, act¬ 
ing as Governor of the Voinmou'wealih of Kentucky. 

According to the provisiongpf the eons'it’.i:.iijn of tliis state 
the senate and house of repi'C.sentatives, (r eo thirds (;f both 
houses epneui'i'ing.) present you this address, requiring yon 
to remove from office Thomas S. Wingate, a justice of the 
peace in and for the county ot Henry, for the follo'.ir.g caus¬ 
es aiul reasons, which they have cansod to be stated at length 
on the journals of both houses, to-wit; 

First. The said Thomas S. Wingate while acting officially 
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«sa jnstice of the peace mider the commission lie now linidoj 
first rendered a jiuigraent in favor of Andrew Buchanan for 
the sum of two dollai's, against'John Swift,when it was known 
to him that the considei-ation was gaming ; and speedily af¬ 
ter rendering that judgment, the said Swift and Buchanan 
commenced playing and betting again on a- game of cards; 
and after Buchanan had wmn two more dollars of Swift, the 
justice in question proposed to play the hand of Swift against 
Buchanan, to which Swift agreed ; the justice then extracted 
from Swift a promise, that if he, Swift, should lose on the 
play of the justice, he, the justice,, should be permitted to ren¬ 
der judgment against Swift fertile amount lost. The game 
proceeded between the magistrate and Buchanan until Swift 
had lost eight dollars more; which added to the two before 
won, made the sum often dollars. This sum Swift declined 
])aying, because he had not the money at hand. The justice 
forthwith issued his warrant, entered a judgment by confes¬ 
sion OH his record, without the defendant Swift having made 
any confession other than the corrupt agreement before al¬ 
luded to with the justice ; that if Swift lost, the justice should 
give judgment, and he awarded execution whereby Swift 
was im'prisoned. 

Secondly. The said Thomas S. Wingafe had become iur 
debted to a certain John Satterwhite the sum of fifty dollars, 
for a horse purchased, for which he had given his note. He 
next won of the same John Swift, at the game called cross 
and pile, about one hundred and fifty dollars. He then in¬ 
duced Swift to give his note for fifty dollars, part of the mo¬ 
ney won, to the said Satterwliite and lift thenote of said Win¬ 
gate ; on this note the said Wingate immediately issued his 
warrant, gave judgment and aw'arded execution against tho 
body of Swift. 

Thirdly. He on the seventh of December last, in the town 
o-f New Castle, duringthe continuanec of his office played at 
cards in an open stable in day-light, for upwards of one 
Iruiir. 

Fourtlily. On a late occasion after the said Wingate had 
erapanncled a jury to try rioters, and they had disagreed in 
t'leir verdict, and he had been called in to instruct them on the 
law of tl»e cascjhe agreed at the solicitation, of the jury,and on 
their furnishing him \vith funds for that purpose to provide & 
furnish them with spiritous liquors: after the introduction of 
spirits, the quantity brought wms .still increased until he and 
•many of the, jury became intoxicated, liollooing and ludicrous 
scenes succeedetl in their sport, of which tho magistrate 
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Sore liis part, liis face was painted and blackened witli tbo 
snuff of the candle, and they continued to revel, till late at 
nightthe jury dispersed ; to punish the jury for separatioa 
and dispersion from tliis cabal, tlie magistrate issued his pro¬ 
cess, and afterwards withdrew it, on being threatened tliat 
measures would be taken to remove him from oflice if he per¬ 
sisted. 

Fifthly. After charges were framed, and verified by affi¬ 
davit, and lodged in the hands of David AYI)ite, jr. a mem¬ 
ber of tlie house of representatives, to be laid before that 
body for tlie purpose of instituting an enquiry against tlie 
said magistrate, he got by some means not necessary to detail, 
tiic. horse of John Swift, the prosecutor into his possession, 
and refused to re-deliver him unless the prosecutor would 
sign an order to said White to withdraw the charges. After 
writing one or two orders containing words which negatived 
the truth of the charges, and the said Swift having refused 
to sign them he drew one, which amounted in its terms siin- 
]i]y to an orderto withdraw the. charges,wliich Swift executed. 
This order, said White did not think proper to comply with, 
and returned it to Wingate, who again presented it before 
the committee with these words added, “ and I am in the 
error.” This forgery was detected, and completely establish¬ 
ed against him during the progress of the investigation into 
bis conduct. 

Sixthly. Tlic said Wingate, while acting as a magistrate 
on the bench of the county court of Henry, was appointed a 
captain of patrollers, with a company of four others: for the 
services of himself and these patrollers, he procured an allow- 
anbe to bo made for his own benefit, and transfered it to o- 
thers on the record| and although the evidence irt this point, 
is not Conclusive, yet it is sueli ns to induce a strong be¬ 
lief that neilher Wingate as captain, or his associates or pa¬ 
trollers performed any of tlie duties assigned by law to pa¬ 
trollers, and that his associates never even knew of their .ap¬ 
pointment till the money was levied and collected from the 
■county. For the justice himself confessed to one of the wit¬ 
nesses that he had Iiircfl men by treats of whiskey to take 
scouts with Iiim, by way of patrolling, as a‘pretext for the 
claim a.gainst the county. 

Seventlily. To ail tliis, may be added, tiiat the said Tho¬ 
mas S. Win.gatc, is notoriously a drunkard ai-.d a gamester, 
and wears notoriously the obnoxious charaet-er of a cheat, a

It appears to your committee that the subject of the inter¬ 
nal improvement of a country, is one which the enlightened 
statesmen of every age have delighted to dwell on ; and cer¬ 
tainly thei-o is none upon which tlie legislature of any country 
lihs a more expinded and extensive field to act.

It has said, tliat the legisla¬ 
ture shall direct the mode of issuing writs of election to fill 
vacancies in either branch ; and has not expressly restrict¬ 
ed other modes -of supplying vacancies; yet a legislature, 
it is presumed, could not be found hardy enough to fill 
a vacancy by its own vote, or executive appointment. The 
governor by and with the advice and consent of the senate, 
must appoint and commission all officers, whose appointment 
is not otherwise provided fir, wliile other modes of appoint¬ 
ment are nut expressly forbidden ; yet an act of assembly, 
cannot create a judge or commission even a justice of the 
peace. In like manner the governor shall he elected at tlie 
end of every four vea.rs; can we elect one in the intermediato 
space of time? The successor of t^o governor is pointed out, 
and oven the successor of that successor; can we subslitute 
another successor unknown to the constitution? ■ I lie officer 
assigned to fill tlie place of the governor, must be elected si¬ 
multaneously with him; can \\'e create one that is not elected 
with him? Such a conclusion must not only'be preposter¬ 
ous, hut subversive of the instrument wiiich we ought to 
support. If this body can by legislation, or 'the people by 
electioif, create a governor to fill .fractional periods, it,must 
be only in those cases wdiere the constitution is silent and 
has fuiMiished no remedy ; such a case has not occuiTed; no 
such event has happened. Without, therefore, lurtheii’ rea¬ 
soning OH this siibjeetfi^his legislature (Joes not hesitate to 
declare that the present lieutenant .governor now acting as 
governor, is the constitutional inenrabent of that office, nnfil 
the next revolving period of four years has elapsed, wlien 
the t-ight of free suffrage a,gain will recur; and they decidedly 
concur in the following resoUition : .
